Frankfort, Ky , January 19th — Strong pro- 
tests from Democrats throughout the State are 
being received against what they term is a con- 
spiracy of certain Democrats of tbe Senate to 
kill the County Unit Bill. Two years ago the 
messare was killed by being pigeon holed. 
The stsnd of the Democrats, it is asserted, 
will mean certain defeat for the Democrats at 
the neit election. Business in the Senste is 
absolotely tied up and there is much bitter 
feeling over the Local Option measure. Fifteen 
days have passed snd not a single bill has been 
sent to a committ* e. 

The fight for the "wets'" is made under the 
leadership of Senator Combs of Lexington, 
while the fight for the "drys" ia being led by 
Senator Thomas of Psris and Senator Watkios 
of Union county. 

President Pro Tem Lins called the Senate to 
order but tbe Governor's Private Secretary. 
McKeczie Todd, appeared in the Senate and 
announced that Lieutenant-Governor Coz was 
now in Ohio and that Linn was Acting Gover- 
nor of Kentucky. The Senators applauded 
and Linn vacated the chair, deaignstiog Senator 
Eaton as presiding officer. 

Motion of Senator Lino that tl j Senate take 
a r«cess of fifteen minutes to call on Linn and 
congratulate him was adopted. Senator Lewis 
Arnett seconded the motion heartily, he aaid, 
because it waa tbe first time in two years that 
Kentucky had a Democratic Governor. 



The fight for and against the County Local 
Option Bill in the Kentucky Legislature con- 
tinued yesterday and the matter waa no nearer 
settlement than on Tuesdsy. There was abso- 
lutely no progress made towards paasing the 
bill, and after several hours jockeying and 
filibustering, all tbe members gathered around 
the temporary Governor, Senator Linn, and 
"congratulated him" so mnch that aa adjourn- 
ment waa bad until this morning.
